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Police Suspect

GREEN BAY — Police are 


searching for clues in the mys- 
terious death of. a young girl 
whose partially clad body was 
discovered in a wooded area-on 
the city's far southwest side 
early this morning. 


Green Bay Police Chief Elmer 


Madson said that the girl's 
identity has not been establish- 
ed. He said the girl was about 
16 years of age. 


"Indications are that she met 


with foul play," Madson said. 


A person walking through the 


wooded area off Indian Hill 
Road near the Oneida Golf and 
Riding Club discovered the 
body. He notified police about 7 
a.m. 


Police moved in quickly to 


cordon off the area to keep 
away the curious. The first 
officer on the scene covered the 
body with a blanket and the 
body has not yet been exa- 
mined. 


The State Crime Laboratory 


in Madison has been called to 
assist in the investigation, Mad- 
son said. He said the body will 
not be moved or examined until 
the state experts can comb the 
area for clues. 


Police have cordoned off a six 


or seven acre area. 


Officials could not pin down 


how the girl died or was killed 
or what condition her body was 
in. Brown County Coroner Tim- 
othy Blaney was on the scene 
but an autopsy will not be 
conducted until the crime lab 
unit arrives. 


"Indications at the scene were 


that the girl had met death by 
violent means," Madson • said. 
"The victim's clothing was 
strewn about the area and she 
was found in a partially dis- 
robed condition." . ...

WASHINGTON (AP) — A

As Burger said: "The consti- 
utional command to desegre- 
jate schools does not mean that 
very school in every communi- 


must always reflect the ra- 


cial composition of the school 
ystem as'a whole." 
However, the court ruled val- 
d the use of a white-black ratio 
ystem for schools in Charlotte, 
rlecklenburg County, N.C. 


Discretion of District 


"The very limited use of 


mathematical ratios was within 
he equitable remedial discre- 
ion of the district court," said 
the chief justice. 


In all respects die court was 


unanimous as it ruled on school 
cases from Mobile County, Ala., 
and Clarke County, Ga., as well 
as the .Charlotte case. 


Burger delivered all five opi- 


nions, taking command as his 
predecessor, Earl Warren, did 
when the court hi 1954 Erst de- 
clared segregation of public 
school students for racial rea- 
sons was unconstitutional. 


Duel Systems 


Among the court's findings 


was that the North Carolina 
anti-busing law is unconstitu- 
tional because it prevents im- 
plementation of desegregation 
dans. The law forbade assign- 
ment of students on account of 
race or for the purpose of creat- 
ng racial balance'. Additionally, 
it prohibited "involuntary" bus- 
ing as well as the use of public 
funds for such busing. 


Said Burger: "If a state-im- 


posed limitation on a school au- 
thority's discretion operates to 
inhibit or obstruct the operation 
of a unitary school system or 
impede the' disestablishing of a 
dual school system, it must fall; 
state policy must give way 
when it operates to hinder vindi- 


ccation of federal constitutional 
guarantees." 


The courtroom was packed, 


as usual. Specators included 
springtime tourists who listened 
impassively to Burger's 15-min- 
ute announcement of the rul- 
ings. All nine members of the 
court were on the bench. Five f 
their clerks stood in a side pas- 
sageway listening intently to the 
momentous rulings. 


As if to train a special light on 


the rulings the court announced 
no others. The justices proceed- 
ed immediately to the hearing 
of a draft case involving a Dan- 
ish citizen.

Burger, in announcing the

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - 


The battered body of an 
18-month-old boy, missing for 
five days, has been found tied 
to a crude wooden cross and 
hidden in a dark corner of a 
basement'where grade school 
boys played, police said. 


Two brothers, age 7 and 10, 


are in custody after telling 
police Monday they found the 
'boy, Noah S. Alba, on the 
street, took him to the base- 
ment and were "playing with 
him," Police Lt. Charles Ellis 
said. 
Ellis told a news conference 


after taking statements from 
the brothers that he believes 
Noah died Wednesday. That 
was the day he disappeared 


from Alta Plaza Park where 
his mother, Melania Alba, 21, 
had taken him and his 3-year- 
old sister to play. 


The cause of death will be 


determined by an autopsy, 
Ellis said. He said there were 
"some signs of -kicking and 
scratching" on the body and 
blood stains on one of several 
mattresses scattered on the 
floor of the basement. 


The boy was tied with cloth 


strips to the small wooden 
cross "as a means of keeping 
him from escaping," Ellis 
quoted the brothers as saying. 
He declined to discuss details 
of their statments or to iden- 
tify them. 


"On account of their age, 


we are taking them into 


protective custody and I don't 
want to get into what they 
said," Ellis said. "We ad- 
monished them as we would 
adults in taking their state- 
ments." 


The brothers were picked 


up at a playground after a 
womant telephoned police sug- 
gesting they talk with some 
boys in the neighborhood, 
Ellis said.

WILLIAMSBURG, Va. (AP)

new has expresed concern pri- 
vately over the American table 
tennis team's visit to China— 
and about possible adverse ef- 
fects U.S. overtures toward Pe- 
king might have .on the Nation- 
alist government on Taiwan. 


Agnew Monday told Republi- 


can governors here for a confer- 
ence he was concerned by over- 
emphasis on the Chinese tour by 
the 15 American athletes, and 
about the way their journey was 
reported in the United States. 


"Basically, he was saying 


some of the things that were 
praised in China were things 
that would be criticized here," 
one GOP governor said. 
• Agnew also was quoted as ex- 
pressing doubt • about some as- 
pects of current U.S. efforts at 


improved relations with China 
during a Sunday night conversa- 
tion with a small group of Re- 
publicans. One man who was 
there said the vice president 
emphasized then that the United 
States still has commitments to 
the Nationalist government. 


Differ With Nixon 


There seemed in Agnew's re- 


ported comments evidence of 
differences with President Nix- 
en's China policy. But at the 
same time, one Republican said 
Agnew also had declared his ap- 
proval of administration efforts 
to improve U.S. trade relations 
with Peking. 


At a Monday luncheon, Agnew 


questioned the emphasis put on 
the table tennis tour and at the 
.reactions of the U.S. travelers. 
He noted one of the Americans 
had described a 15-square-foot 


room as the apartment of a 
Chinese family, implying ap- 
proval when the same quarters 
in the United States would have 
been criticized as evidence of 
poverty.

up. said a Republican source, in 
an off-the-record session the 
vice president had early Mon- 
day morning with nine report- 
ers. 


The 2Vi-hour meeting with re- 


porters began at 12:30 a.m. 
when the vice president called 
the newsmen into his hotel 
room. U.S. Disadvantage 


The St. Louis Post-Dispatch, 


not represented 'at the session, 
said it learned the vice presi- 
dent had expressed concern that 
the table team's visit and recep- 
tion had trapped the United 


States into *a disadvantageous 
position in world opinion. 


Agnew was quoted by the 


newspaper as having objected 
to some press accounts of the 
trip, particularly the use of the 
word "exquisite" in one story to 
describe Chinese courtesy in 
matching less-skilled players 
against the Americans.

cheering enthusiasts in a match 
that could be described as an 
exquisite display of Chinese tact 
and politeness to guests. 


"The Chinese regard them- 


selves—and are regarded wide- 


ly—as among the world's best 
at the swift-moving game. They 
could have fielded 
powerful 


players and humiliated their 
American guests. They didn't It 
turned out that the Chinese men 
won only by a score of 5 to 3 and 
the scrappy U.S. women's team 
bowed to the Chinese women 5 
to 4." 


The nine newsmen invited to 


the off-the-record meeting with 
Agnew included an Associated 
Press reporter. 


The New York Times reported 


that a number of Republicans 
expressed astonishment at Ag- 
new's aligning himself against 
Nixon on the issue. 


"The only people that I have 


heard disagreeing with Nixon on 
this one," a conservative Re- 
publican was quoted as saying, 


'are Lester Maddox and Spiro 
T. Agnew." 


A Midwestern governor said 


he had been dumbfounded by 
Hie vice president's remarks, 
according to the newspaper. 


The Times also reported that 


Agnew. discussing his own 
standing in the Republican par- 
ty, conceded he might well have 
been damaged by the pointed- 
ness of his partisan thrusts dur- 
ing the last two years.

This represented a 
percentage reversal of a decline in 
January and February. Actually, the 5.2 ' 
million total of unemployed was 270,000 " 
less than in February, but the six per 
- cent figure is based on the fact that the 
•numerical decline was less than normal 
for the. spring of the year. 


Atleast, that is how the whole thing is 


pieced together. The Bureau of Labor 
Statistics because of the silencing order 
wasn't allowed to interpret the figures 
for the public. The order, as near as can 
be figured out, apparently came from a 
conflict in language after the bureau's 
February report on unemployment. 


At that time, Labor Secretary James 


Hodgson appeared at a White House 


- briefing and termed a .2 per cent decline 


in 
unemployment 
of 
"great 


significance." But back at the Labor 
Department, Harold Goldstein, director 
of the Bureau of Labor Statistics, was 
saying in another briefing on the same 
report that the decline was only 


"marginally significant." 


. That economic data is subject to 


differing interpretations hardly comes 
under the heading of news, And a case 
can be made for a Nixon administration 
concern that career people in the 
Department of Labor may not have the 
same motivation for building a step by 
step reduction of unemployment as does 
the White House with the 1972 election in 
mind. 


But this misses the main points. In 


the first place, these statistics are 
gathered by the government for public 
purposes, and the public has a'right to' 
the fullest explanations possible. In the 
second place, the- statistics are the 
foundation for decisions being made by 
individual businesses. They should have 
not only the bare statistics 'but 
professional and governmental in- 
terpretation .of them. -If there is conflict 
in the interpretations, the public and the 
business community also should get that 
before making judgments. 


Then, there is the political fall-out 


from the silencing order. Wisconsin Sen. 
William Proxmire, chairman of the 
Joint 'House-Senate Economic Com- 
mittee, has said he intends to get Bureau 
of Labor Statistics spokesmen before the 
group to be questioned on the monthly 
reports. The same information then will 
finally get to the public, though perhaps 
laced with partisan politics. 


There was no good reason for the 


muzzling order hi the first place. It 
should be discontinued.

Closkey, "my opposition to the

crushed the Communists 20 
years ago in Malaya (now 
Malaysia).- McCloskey intends

Communists, is not at all 
comparable to Indochina, 
where the villagers sym- 
pathize with the Communists, 
and that President Nixon's 
misguided Thompsonism has.

Remember 
that these -are not the 
arguments -of an easily 
maligned bearded pacifist, 
but of a Marine hero who won 
the Navy Cross in-a Korean 
War bayonet charge. 


Politically Naive 


McCloskey is not a punchy 


speaker. His points wander 
into abstraction, and he has a 
self-acknowledged ' tendency 
to utter politically naive 
remarks that could make 
damaging headlines. But he is 
sincere and candid, and 
outspokenness is a good 
selling point in Yankee New 
England. 


He says: "I regard lack of 


candor — the deliberate 
deception practiced by the 
White House — as a major 
issue. Either Reagan or a 
liberal Republican would be 
more straightforward." 


This ploy could serve Mc- 


Closkey 
well. 
Even 
if 


President Nixon eased public 
concern about Indochina, his 
administration's image, in 
both domestic and foreign 
policy,, is partly one of op- 
portunism ' and .public 
relations ginunickry. Not only 
liberals have been alienated.

Democrats voted •• for dove 
Eugene McCarthy simply to 
protest against President 
Johnson, and McCloskey, by 
emphasizing the candor issue, 
may collect a "protest" slice 
of the conservative GOP 
electorate that is unhappy 
with Nixon's policies.

England's large cadres of 
college students, as well as 
from crackerbarrel country 
reaction to President Nixon's 
inflated entourage of ad- 
vertising men and electronic 
image merchants. 


0£ course, no one should 


underestimate Nixon's New 
Hamphire drawing power.'He 
has campaigned there so 
many times that he knows 
hundreds 
of 
selectmen, 


postmistresses and 
storekeepers 
by 
name. 


Besides this, he will have most 
of the state Republican 
organization, plus the support 
of the right-wing Manchester 
Union-Leader, the state's 
largest newspaper. Just last 
month, Mr. Nixon buoyed his 
prospects by rescinding the 
old Secretary McNamara 
order to close the Portsmouth 
Navy Yard, a vital institution 
there. 


At the same time, though, 


for all his past New Hamp- 
shire exposure and success, 
Mr. Nixon has never really 
faced serious opposition; 
certainly not in either 1960 or 
1968. Next year, with the eyes 
of the nation focused on New 
Hampshire, McCloskey could 
poll as much as 30-35 per cent 
of the vote. This would not look 
good for Nixon, and it is a 
possibility the White House 
should bear in mind.

— that will be a new and infinitely 
sadder phase of our national life. Let us 
approach it as gradually as we can.

awareness of the morbid high- 
way accident and mortality 
story.' 
But there is an equal 


likelihood that comparatively 
few 
persons 
understand 


precisely why the legislature 
has been unable to establish a 
uniform beer drinking age in 
spite of the endless discussion 
and disputation and the 
overwhelming conviction of 
earnest 
and 
concerned 


citizens that such uniformity 
is one of the most compelling 
needs for improvement of 
traffic safety. 


The issue is presented 


against with the publication of 
the recommendations for new 
highway safety improvement 
measures drafted by a con- 
scientious task force invited to 
survey the matter by Gov. 
Patrick Lucey. 


The majority report asks for 


a uniform statewide rule of 18 
years as the most satisfactory 
method of resolving the 
problem. It rejects other age 
tests 
as 
impracticable 


because of legislative "con- 
siderations," which means 
that the members concluded 
that an age 19, 20, or 21 rule 
(as for liquor) would be fatally 
resisted. , . . 


Other "Considerations" 


While the group claims 


understanding 
of 
the 


legislative psyche (and the 
clout of pressure groups), it 


. ignores equally obvious 


"legislative considerations" 
that militate against an 18- 
year rule. For the 18-year-old 
benchmark is not feasible 


' unless it is imposed statewide. 


As the report concedes, that 


means the elimination of 


"local option." And that is 
precisely where the shoe will 
pinch fatally. 


"Local option" means the • 


right of local government to 
make its own rules about the 
availability of beer as an 
intoxicant with respect to age. 
Under present-and traditional 
law, localities use that option 
through the simple exercise of 
their right to decide whether . 
to issue beer bar licenses or to 
withhold them altogether. 


• About 60 per cent of the 
population is now governed by 
municipalities that have used 
that option to refuse to license 
beer bars to sell to 18-year- 
olds. That is a fair test of the 
will of the people. 


Is the legislature likely to 


accept the counsel of the 
Lucey advisers and get rid of 
the "local option?" There is 
scarcely any chance. And thus 
the "solution" to the beer 
island problem'of the new 
study group will again be , 
illusory. 


Ironies of Conflict 


There are ironies involved 


. in this tangle. The major beer 
prohibition in Wisconsin as 
applied to youth is Milwaukee, 
which does not license beer 
bars for patrons of less than'21 
but which sends to the 
legislature lobbyists of its 
major industry to protest such 
rules for other localities and 
legislators who feel that the 
rules that govern their home 
districts somehow are not 
wise for the rest of the state. 


Milwaukee sends men to the 


legislature who are among the 
most eager champions of 
reducing the age for voting. 
Old enough to fight, old 
enough to vote, they insist. But 
they are not likely to respond, 
on the basis of long previous 
- 


performance, to the slogan the 
idea that a person who is old 
enough to vote, is also old 
enough for beer. 


Given the 60 per cent of the 


electorate- that lives with 
seeming acceptance of 21- 
year-old beer drinking laws 
(not to mention the scattered 
localities thathave prohibition 
by local ordinance), it may be. 
that the uniformity goal is best 
attained through a statewide' 
21-year rule by state fiat But 
that 
would smack 
of 


prohibition and is not likely to 
get much support from a 
Democratic state regime. It 
would also fly in the face of 
logic at a time of eager clamor 
for age 18 as the test of 
maturity in its most important 
context — eligibility for the 
ballot.

It 
was the Treaty of Versailles 
that gave Hitler his first 
handle. 


Even later, if Keynes had 


been Winston Churphlll's 
chief economic adviser when 
Churchill was Chancellor of

great Depression of 1929 might 
have'been averted by Great 
Britain and the U.S. In this 
case, another powerful factor 
that swept Hitler into office 
would have been lacking, and 
World War H might have been 
avoided.

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Lucey Admits Concern Over 
Pollution Fight Economics

MADISON — While telling the 


legislature today that he wants 
a stepped up fight against 
environmental pollution a n d 
"damage in all its aspects Gov. 
Patrick J. Lucey acknowledged 
his concern that the goals of an 
environmental c l e a n u p may 
have an adverse effect upon the 
state's economy, at least in the 
short range. 


Perhaps to the surprise of 


much of the Wisconsin business 
community, the governor told 
legislators of what he called a 
"dilemma" — the need for 
more regulation of the pollution 
aspects of industrial and other 
production and the "inhumanity 
of putting people out of work or 
making Wisconsin such an un- 
economical location that new 
jobs will not be created." 


(The St. Regis Paper Com- 


pany has recently said that it 
may be required to close its 
Rhinelander production plant, 
with a considerable loss of jobs 
in that community, if it is 
required to comply immediately 
with pollution control instala- 
tions ordered by the state 


department of N a t u r a l Re- 
sources under present water 
pollution laws. ) 


The governor said he wants to 


be certain that the state re- 
quires everything that Wiscon- 
sin industry is capable of de- 
livering in compliance with the 
prohibition a g a i n s t air and 
water pollution, and cited pre- 
sent law exempting abatement 
equipment from assessment for 
property taxes as a precedent. 


"This is not enough, how- 


ever," he said, adding that he is 
asking informed state agencies 
for suggestions on additional 
incentives. 


He suggested as a possibility, 


local bonding authority' to build 
abatement improvements and 
their lease to business corpora- 
tions. That would in 
effect 


finance abatement equipment at 
tax exempt rates, he explained. 


Lucey made no other explicit 


suggestions, but he suggested 
legislation that "would direct 
the department of natural re- 
sources to consider both the 
economic a n d environmental 


effects of pollution abatement 
orders. 


He said financial evidence 


would be required to be evalu- 
ated by independent consultants, 
and should be treated as confi- 
dential for the benefit of the 
industry. 


'I believe this measure will 


help the state and industry 
reach agreements on pollution 
abatement efforts," he said.

OSU Swim Pool 'Frills Hit by Commission

MADISON — University con- 
truction programs, especially 
those involving physical educa- 
tion-recreation facilities, were 
hard hit Monday by the State 
Building Commission. 


By a 5 to 3 vote the commis- 


sion recommended to the Joint 
Finance Committee and the 
legislature that the $1.8 million 
second phase of the physical 
education complex at Oshkosh 
State University be postponed; 
it rescinded its approval last 
Friday of a $2.8 million facility 
for the Shorewood campus of 
the University of Wisconsin- 
Green Bay, and endorsed delay 
on construction of a $5.7 million 
building on the University of 
Wisconsin-Milwaukee campus. 


The t h r e e projects were 


lumped together and deferred, 
after Sen. Milo Knutson, R-"La 


International Brotherhood o f 
Electrical Workers Local 577. 


With 32 of the 34 eligible 


workers voting, the affiliation 
was approved.

tonville, Bear Creek, Shawano, 
Marion, B o w l e r , Tigerton, 
Gresham, Keshena and Neopit. 


Crosse. attacked the proposed 
Oshkosh swimming pool addi- 
tion as too elaborate with "quite 
a bit of gingerbread." He also 
told the commission that the 
facility would be more appro- 
priate to the La Crosse campus, 
if it were to be built at all, as 
there are about 1,900 in physical 
education here, as opposed to 
about 500 at Oshkosh. 


Knutson proposed that the

"probably not a frill, probably 
something needed." but said he 
would favor deferral. 


Voting for the deferral rec- 


ommendation were Gov. Patrick 
Lucey, commission chairman; 
Joe Nusbaum. Secretary of the 
Department of Administration 
and a commission member: 
Sens. Knutson and Knowles and 
Rep.

The conclusion drawn by the 


chairman: the President had 
decided to grant clemency and 
wanted influential figures on 
Capitol Hill to whip up senti- 
ment for that move among their 
colleagues. Willing to help, the 
chairman told a meeting of 
Democratic deputy whips the 
next day that "high officials" 
were moving toward clemency 
for Calley. 


Thus, Mr. Nixon did not 


merely respond to Congressional 
uproar over the Calley verdict 
Having made a decision for 
intervention w h i c h has pro- 
foundly shocked the Army offi- 
cer corps, he then helped build 
the uproar as a pretext for 
intervention.

The medical bill for circula- 


tory diseases in our country is 
now soaring past $6.2 billion a 
year, an almost unbelievable 10 
per cent of our national bill for 
all illnesses. At the top of all 
killers in the U.S. are diseases 
of the heart and blood vessels. 


The loss to the nation in 


terms of income and productiv- 
ity from deaths caused by heart 
attacks tops $1 billion a year, 
with half of it lost in the top- 
productive age group of 45-64. 
The loss to the nation in terms 
of income and productivity from 
persons becoming ill of heart 
conditions and unable to work 
tops $2.6 billion annually, and 
again the bulk of the loss is in 
the most productive age group 
of 45-64. Neither the National 
Institutes of Health nor the 
American Heart Association will 
suggest an average convales- 
cence period; it can stretch to 
many months. 


The economic costs involved 


in heart and blood vessel dis- 
eases alone — not to mention 
the emotional and other costs — 
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are so vast that any. steps which 
might possibly curb these costs 
come most properly' into my 
sphere as an economics colum- 
nist. What's more, our costs are 
jumping instead of sinking. We 
are actually falling behind other 
nations in keeping our men 
alive longer. 


Thus. I learned with pleasure 


that the National Institutes of 
Health is presenting a one-hour 
TV special, "How To Stay 
Alive," under the sponsorship of 
Bristol-Myers Co. at 10 p.m. 
EST May 4 on ABC network. 
The show will demonstrate dan- 
gerous activities which shorten 
our lives and will concentrate 
on obesity, diet, exercise, smok- 
ing, stress, blood fats, blood 
pressure. 
, The NIH also will submit its 
life-extending recommendations 
to us and our physicians. 


As one illustration, you surely 


are aware of the danger of a 
high cholesterol level, but the 
NIH doctors will say this is not 
the "terrible bugaboo" it has 
been pictured. New discoveries 
in another blood fat — triglycer- 
ides — have added another 
warning device, with the two 
comprising what are 
called 


blood lipids. In some patients, 
"cholestrol was found to be 
relatively normal, while the 


blood tfiglyceride count was 
dangerously high." 
. 


(Question to you: Has your 


physician ever had your tri- 
glyeeride count checked? Inter- 
preted "it with your cholestrol 
level?) 


As another illustration, during 


the German occupation of Scan- 
dinavian countries, when butter, 
milk and cream became'scarce, 
the incidence of coronary artery 
diseases went way down.

Warren Benson Music Festival 
in honor of the composer who 
has made significant contribu- 
tions to a variety of musical 
forms and the field of musical 
education. Benson, whose music 
was featured in concerts by the 
Lawrence Symphony Orchestra, 
Lawrence Symphony Band and 
at a special recital during his 
visit, is professor of composition 
at the Eastman School of Music 
in Rochester, N. Y. 


An artist has to believe in the 


impossible in order to succeed," 
Benson told his audience, citing 
as an example the work of the 
painter Vermeer.

A composer has to begin with 


such a commitment," Benson 
said: "The idea that music is 
an expressive vehicle for his 
feelings." 


The process consists of dis- 


covering and training in tech- 
niques that allows the artist to 
translate his feelings into ideas, 
in the process of learning all 
there is to know, sufficent to 
enable him to write down in 
musical terms what originated 
as a feeling. 


Benson said for a composer to 


finely hone his talents, he has to 
have teachers. He has to "be 
taught by creative teachers as 
carefully as if life depended on 
it." Benson said that aesthetic 
experience is a communication 
of feelings.

Medical Center Start Okayed

MADISON — With outspoken 


reservations, the State Building 
Commission gave its formal 
approval Monday to construc- 
tion of the $45 million first 
phase of a new medical school 
at the University of Wisconsin- 
Madison. 


The project, that accounts for 


nearly one-third of the $143.6 
million state building program 
the commission has recom- 
mended for the biennium. is 
designed as the first of four 
phases. But, the commission's 
"trepidations," in Gov. Patrick 
Lucey's terms, involved concern 
j that approval of the first part of 
the project will ultimately com- 
mit the state to the total project 
slated to cost between $150 
million and $200 million. 


Joe E. Nusbaum. Secreary of 


Administration and member of 
the commission, proposed a 
policy statement setting out the 
commission's desire not to be 
unalterably committed to the 
whole project. The statement 
was approved along with the 
proposed first phase by a 7-1 
vote with Sen. Milo Knutson, R- 


La Crosse, casting the single no 
vote. 


Despite the policy statement 


that recognizes the probable 
need for further development, 
but reserves the right to re- 
spond to "changing concepts of 
medical education and needs 
and opportunities for such edu- 
cation at other locations," the 
commission indicated a realiza- 
tion the future stages probably 
would be encouraged. 


"I have no illusions about the 


fact it does move us toward a 
total commitment," Gov. Lucey 
said. "The logic for subsequent 
phases is even more compelling 
than for phase one." he added. 
"In voting, we should vote with 
our eyes wide open." 


The need for the additional 


phases. Lucey said, would un- 
doubtedly be argued on the 
basis that the medical center 
should be centralized. The first 
phase will provide for a moving 
of a portion of the present 
medical school facilities to the 
far west end of the UW campus, 
adjacent to the Veterans Ad- 
ministration hospital. 


The policy statement was 


drafted, Nusbaum said, after he 
reveiwed a letter written by 
Dean Peter L. Eichman of the 
medical school that indicated 
failure to continue development 
beyond the first stage would be 
neither educationally, nor medi- 


cally sound. At the commission 
meeting, h o w e v e r , Eichman 
called the statement a "sound 
and reasonable statement" he 
added that the medical school is 
interested in keeping "all the 
options open."

department officials) say, they - 
are. in the ambulance business 
and they are attempting, rather 
openly, to put us out," said 
James Welch, owner of Gold 
Cross Ambulance Service. 


"Ultimately, they, will suc- 


ceed," Welch theorized. "No 
private enterprise can compete 
with a city." 


If the . private ambulances 


should fold, he explained, tax- ' 
payers would get tagged with an 


added half million dollars a 
year — the cost of more men 
and equipment that would be 
needed for an expanded rescue 
squad operation. The city would 
need at least five ambulances, 
Welch said. 
. , 


Lawrence Seidl, owner of 


Larry's Ambulance Service, fig- 
ures-he is losing 18 to 20 calls.a. 
month to the fire department. 
At about $25 per in-city call (the 
same as is charged by the fire 
department), that would, mean 
the, rescue squad is costing 
Seidl' between $450 and $500 a 
month hi business. 


"There just isn't enough busi- 


ness here for two private opera- 
"tors and' the rescue squad," 


Seidl felt. 


Neither Seidl nor Welch wants 


the fire department to get out 
of the rescue business. But they 
don't want the city running an 
ambulance. They don't want the 
rescue squad to be a ride to the 
hospital.

The fire department has a bus- 


like van. that is equipped for 
heavy rescue work such as 
freeing persons trapped in auto 
wrecks, fire or cave-ins and for 
major disasters. 'The bus is 
known as Squad 2. • Seidl and 
Welch want- to see Squad 2 
retained because they admit 
that they "cannot match some of 
the emergency services it is 
-capable of providing. 


'But they say they, can more 
than match the services provid- 
ed through the fire depart- 
ment's Squad 1, the light emer- 
gency rescue vehicle that the 
private operators say is really 
nothing more than an inexpen- 
sive ambulance. Fire Chief Ro- 
land Kuehnl is attempting 
to 


replace Squad 1, a 1968 Interna- 
tional Travel-All, with a new, 
bigger and more 
expensive 


Chevrolet van. 


"The only reason he wants 


the new unit is to compete with 
us," Welch charged. "They have 
made' it quite clear they are 
going to keep gnawing away." 


Welch sees the rescue squad 


as a $100,000 duplication effort 


by the city over services pro- 
vided by the private firms. He 
said that that is approximately 
the amount needed each year to 
operate the rescue squad. 
Kuehnl said there never was 
any need to hire more firemen 
for the rescue squad and he 
explained that if the squad 
were dropped, the manpower 
would be absorbed into the fire 
fighting service. 


Ambulances are not the only 


sources of income for Seidl and 
Welch. The also- do funeral 
coach work for Fox Valley 
funeral homes. 


Welch said his coach rental 


business accounts for about half 
of his income. Seidl, who has 


contracts with only three funer- 
al homes, estimated his coach 
trade comprises only a third of 
his income. 


Seidl and Welch serve a big 


portion of the Fox Cities area 
with their ambulances, while 
the rescue squad is limited to in- 
city runs. 


Under an arrangement in 


effect for many years, the 
Appleton Police Department and 
the Outagamie County Sheriff's 
Department call Gold Cross and 
Larry's on a monthly rotation 
basis for accidents and other 


• emergencies that necessitate 
patient conveyance. The ambu- 
lance bills are sent to the 
persons transported. 


More lucrative than the short

In a Hurry 


"Come along, come along, 


Mr. Roderick," said Mr. Wu—a 
blue uniformed guide-interpret- 
er for the China travel people. 
That was his most popular re- 
frain. Did I want to stop to chat 
with this old man at the Sum- 
mer Palace? ".Oh. Mr. Roder- 
ick, we must catch up with, the 
rest of the party," he would say 
with obvious disapproval. Mr. 
Wu was in a hurry. He didn't
